ricicncy. Tho animals began at once lo excrete calcium oxalate 
crystals—Ihe stuff (bat many kidney stones are made of. Crystals 
were apparent even v.ilh a mild deficiency. But when an adequate 
amount of vitamin U() was added to the diet, calcium oxalate 
excretion stopped immediately. 


These results prompt speculation about the possible relationship 


hf-lwccn vitamin UM and kidney stones in man. Hesoarchors at 
Harvard University confirm Dr. Calhoun's findings and have ex- 
tended their studies lo man. 


Although Nature has been generous with vitamin Bn, a mild 


deficiency i;, possible unless we eat, u variety of foods. Among the 
hc'sl sources of vitamin Bi; are wholu grain bread and cereal, meat, 
fish, fresh fruits and vegetables.
